Parfaits, mousse, frozen fi 
pudding can bo made in a closely 
covered form or pail and packed 
in rock salt and ice until frozen. 

Care should he taken in packing 
all frozen mixtures. The ice 
should be cracked fine. The finer 
the ice is crushed the quicker the 
mixture will freeze. Botli ice and 
salt should be measured, for upon 
this depends the texture of the 1 
cream. At some time you have 1 
probably eaten a frozen mixture 
which was full of little hits ot* 
crystals or Ice,. This condition de¬ 
notes that too much salt has been 
used for the amount of ice. Ices 
which are packed in salt and ice 
and not turned require equal parts! 
of finely crushed ice and rock salt. 
.Measure and pack in layers. 

Any mixture of fr-.it pulp and 
whipped cream can be used. Tf a 
very elaborate dessert is desired,, 
tlie mold may he lined with fruit 
puree ami the center filled with 
sweetened whipped cream and 
frozen.

A mousse or parfait is at Its 
best when frozen just enough to 
hold the shape. (Jnmolding can 
be very easily accomplished if 
two-inch strips of paper are placed 
across the mold before the mix- 
time is poured in; let the ends 
extend so they may bo raised 
when the pudding Is to lie turned 
out. This admits air releases 
the pudding so it may be turned 
Into a service plate. 

The mold in whic h a parfait or 
mousse is to be packed must he 
chilled before the pudding is 
poured into it. The fruit or flav¬ 
ored mixture must be cold before 
placing in the mold and the cream 
and other portion of the pudding 
should not lie combined until ready 
to add to the mold. That portion 
of the pudding which is to form 
the flavor (fruit, etc.), must be 
of about the same consistency as 
the c ream.

One cupful of granulated sugar. 

2 egg yolks, V4 cup warm water.

Put one-half cupful of sugar in 
a saucepan, cook over a very low 
flame until a golden color. Uradu- 
ully add the water and cook until 
all the sugar has melted and 
syrup forms a soft hull when drop 
peel in cold water.

/V BOUT one-tenth of your power rate— 
ten cents on every dollar that you pay 
to a power company in this state—repre¬ 
sents taxes paid by that company to the 
state and federal governments. The state 
gets seven and a half cents and the federal 
government gets about two and a half 
cents of that ten. 

Virtually all the tax revenue of the state 
government is collected from corporations. 
But the corporations must and do get it 
back from their customers in the charge for 
service as an expense of doing business. 

Who, then, really pays the state taxes? 

The corporations do not support the 
state government. They are merely tax 
collectors for th'e state. Instead of paying 
your taxes directly to the state you pay 
them through corporations in rates. 

Why, then, are corporations, since they 
do not really pay the state taxes, so un¬ 
willing to accept increases of the state tax 
rate? 

Because tax collecting is an unpopular 
job and corporations, striving to please 
the public, are reluctant to incur the un¬ 
merited blame for higher rates caused by 
the increase of taxes.
